Selectmen Show Interesting Fact 
In Breakdown Of Running Expenses 


Plan Automatic 
Gates For ‘Vale 
R. R. Crossing 


Proposed plans to replace the 
gate tender at the Ballardvale 
crossing of the Boston & Maine 
railroad with automatic gates have 
been the subject of correspondence 
between the selectmen and officials 
of the company, 

In its recent letter to town offi- 
cials the company says that it has 
made a thorough study of the 
situation at the crossing and are 
convinced that the installation of 
automatic gates and flashers would 
result in superior protection. 


The selectmen are interested 
chiefly in the protection given at 
the crossing, particularly in view 
of the number of children who pass 
there daily. 

They have asked the road for 
further information about the au- 
tomatic gates and have received 
the following reply: 

Mr. Roy BE. Hardy, Chairman, 
Board of Selectmen, 

Andover, Mass. 

Dear Mr. Hardy: 

With reference to your letter of 
April 22nd addressed to Mr. J. W. 
Smith and Mr. Legro’s telephone 
conversation with you since, we 
are glad to give you further infor- 
mation concerning our experience 
with automatic gates as well as 
manually controlled protection at 
crossings. 

First, may we say that we have 
endeavored for many years to im- 
prove our crossing protection, and 
we believe that we have made 
progress. In our studies of the 
causes of crossing accidents, we 
have found that failure of the 
human element is a large potential 
contributing factor. To illustrate 
this, on one of our four divisions 
where we have approximately 150 
crossings protected by flagmen or

These figures are subject’ to 
some changes in allocations, the 
selectmen say in presenting them 
to the public. Divide the figures 
by 30 and you will arrive at the 
percentage each department costs 
in relation to the entire expense 
of conducting our town activities.

manually operated gates in the 
eight-year period 1941-1948 in- 
clusive, there were 137 instances 
when a crossing tender failed to 
properly protect ‘his crossing on 
the approach of a train. The causes 
were various some perhaps beyond 
his control. 

We further noted that in 1947, 
for example, when we had 204 
crossings on the entire system 
protected by manually’ operated 
gates, some only part-time, during 
the periods while gates were at- 
tended, there were 29 accidents 
resulting in two deaths and eleven 
persons injured. 

We have used automatic gates 
and flashing lights since 1939 and 
at the present time have 37 cross- 
ings so protected, most of them in 
substitution for manually operated 
gates or human flagman. These in- 
stallations are equipped with ap- 
paratus and circuits similar to 
those employed in our automatic 
signaling by which our train opera- 
tions are controlled. They are 
maintained by the same men who 
maintain the train signalling sys- 
tem and to the same standards. 
With dual sources of electric cur- 
rent (commercial power and con- 
stantly-charged heavy’ duty  stor- 
age batteries), automatic gate pro- 
tection has a degree of reliability, 
safety and efficiency, with conse- 
quent security to the public, un- 
matched by any other means of 
protecting grade crossings, There 
have been no personal injuries at 
our crossings thus equipped. 

Our confidence in the efficacy of 
our own installations is reinforced 
by the experience of manye other 
railroads in this country which 
since 1937 have equipped many 
hundreds of crossings with auto- 
matic gates and flashers with 
astounding results in the elimina- 
tion of crossing accidents. 

Public authorities and commis- 
sions charged with regulation of 
the railroads and with the safety 
of the public at crossings have in- 
vestigated the relative merits of 
various types of crossing protec- 
tion and have frequently expressed 
their opinion that for the better 
security of human life automatic 
gates and flashers are superior to 
manually operated forms of pro- 
tection. A typical statement is 
quoted from one of our authorizing 
orders by a utilities commission 
which we reprinted on the back 
page of a leaflet prepared last 
year illustrating some of the: fea- 
tures of these crossing signals. We 
are glad to enclose a few of these 
leaflets which you may find of in- 
terest. 

We have made a thorough study 
of the situation at the crossing in 
the Town of Andover just southerly 
of the Ballardvale station and are 
convinced that the installation of 
automatic gates would result in 
superior protection. 

A plan of the proposed changes 
has been prepared and I am asking 
Mr. Legro to get in touch with you 
so that you and your board may 
see just what we have in mind.

U. S. AID TO RUSSIA 
TOPPED $11 BILLION 

In the matter of American aid 
to foreign friends, Russia’s press 
and radio were unsurprisingly 
unanimous: The idea is an un- 
heard-of outrage. 

Carefully skipped in last week’s 
condemnations was any mention 
of the aid Russia once received as 
a friend of America, says Path- 
finder news magazine. That aid 
totaled $11,000,000,000 (exactly 
10 times the proposed Atlantic 
Pact aid figure) and included 14,- 
834 airplanes, 2,800,000 tons of 
steel, 302 naval vessels, 15,000,- 
000 pairs of boots and $1,600,00 
worth of buttons. 

Under accepted lend-lease terms 
Russia would be expected to re- 
turn $300,000,000 worth of cash 
or equipment. Total return to 
date: eight merchant ships and 
eight notes of diplomatic delay, 
one for each time since 1945 that 
America has asked for an account- 
ing on the bill.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


TAX RATE REFLECTIONS : 

Andover folks have done a lot of talking about the new 
tax of $36 per thousand of valuation. 

Most of the talk developed in discussions among taxpayers 
and business folks has been favorable and it seems to-be gen- 
erally conceded that the board of assessors has done a real 
swell job in keeping the tax rate down among the lowest of all 
the towns in the state. 

The tax rate for 1949 is based upon a new real and per- 
sonal valuation of $19,889,134 against the 1948 valuation of 
$19,090,114. The increased valuation constitutes approxi- 
mately $330,000 in personal property, most of which came 
from revaluations on public utilities, and about $475,000 in 
real estate, most of which was on new construction. Permits 
granted during 1948 for new buildings and alterations 
amounted to $1,371,709. The increased real estate valuation 
represents approximately 35 per cent of the estimated cost of 
new construction and alterations. 

According to the figures of the board of assessors the town 

is committed to expenditures in 1949 amounting to $1,174,- 
337.89. This amounts to approximately $3,000 a day, divided 
between the following town obligations: Schools, highways, 
bridges, snow removal, etc., welfare, water, fire, police, general 
government, debt interest, health and sanitation, library, moth 
and tree work, pensions, insurance, veterans, cemetery, recre- 
ation, parks and reserve. The largest item of expense is the 
maintenence of the school system which amounts to about $885 
per day. 
’ The people ‘of Andover are positively tax conscious and 
appreciate the importance of keeping the sate at the lowest 
possible figure consistent with the sound functioning of all the 
important and necessary town activities. 

Continued interest in town affairs, town meetings, town 
elections, the standard of town officials can insure the main- 
tenence of the proud position that Andover now enjoys among 

. the towns of the state. It is a splendid manifestation of civic 
pride which is fruitful of good results in any community. 

Cooperative understanding between townsfolk and offi- 
cials constitutes a sound vehicle of civic progressiveness and 
sound government. Andover is indeed fortunate in having built 
up such a high standard of town government. Let each citizen 
do his part in keeping it so.

PLENTY OF CARS IN CZECHOSLOVAKIA 

There’s no trouble in buying a car in Czechoslovakia, 
where the automobile industry has been nationalized and, like 
practically all other enterprises, is run by the state. All you 
have to do is to walk into an agency and plunk down the money. 

The only catch is the price. The available car, a two door 
sedan, costs more than 415,000 crowns, which is about $8,300. 
That sum represents 80 months of the average worker's pay. 
The car, according to an AP dispatch, is ‘‘considerably smaller 
than the 1933 Chevrolet.”’ If you have a ration permit, proving 
your need for a car, other than a desire to own one, you can get 
it for about $4,000: 

That is an excellent example of how regimented econo- 
mies, which have abolished all competition and all free enter- 
prise, produce goods for the people. There is no need to improve 
quality or reduce prices — the customer takes what the gov- 
ernment offers him or does without. Absolute monoly prevails.

undone by public apology and the 
presentation of the real facts. How 
many newspapers or commentators 
have taken the trouble or shoWun 
the courage to explain the real 
facts of the attack on the Atomic 
Bnergy commission or the real is- 
sue in the British decision on the 
Gerhart Hisler case? 

Military or Civilian Control of 


Atomic Energy? 

There may be leakages about 
atomic matters, but not to the ex- 
aggerated extent claimed by one 
New York paper that screamed the 
loss of three quarters of a pound 
of uranium. Later evidence showed 
that one seventh of one ounce was 
not accounted for.* Probably we 
have not yet been acquainted with 
the facts of the reported misplace- 
ment of two bars of pure uranium. 
One fact that must not be lost to 
sight is that atomic energy control 
is a strong issue between those 
who favor military control and 
those supporting civilian control. 
Whatever the banner headlines 
may thrust at the eyes, that one is- 
sue is basic. Therefore, any ‘“‘news”’ 
on the subject is variously “inter- 
preted” by the protagonists. For- 
tunately, atomic energy is still 
controlled by civilians. It is most 
obviously a political as well as a 
military weapon. But the United 
States still regards the military as 
a servant of the people to carry out 
not to determine policy 

It is to be expected that any 
civilian chairman will be the target 
of continuing attack. In fact, it is 
the duty of the public to subject 
the board to constant enquiry, for 
any government department must 
be held responsible to the people 
for all its actions. But the public 
should understand that the prob- 
lems of security is a difficult one, 
not always possible of an easy, 
blue-print formula. There must be 
continual searches for weak spots, 
for weak spots will undoubtedly 
always be there. The human ele- 
ment necessarily creates weak- 
nesses in such a vast undertaking. 
Critical and constructive investi- 
gations are not only permissible, 
they are highly desirable. But it 
will be well to read future discus- 
sion of the issue with the knowl- 
edge of the _  military-civilian 
struggle. 


The Recent Berlin “Blockade” 


Another piece of ‘‘news’’ that 
has been slanted is the railroad 
strike in Berlin. The issue is not a 
matter of Russia’s re-imposing the 
blockade of rail traffic from the 
Allied zone of Germany into Ber- 
lin, although the strike in effect 
has hindered such traffic. The is- 
sue is a domestic one between the 
German railway employees and the 
operators of the system. The entire 
railway system of Berlin is oper- 
rated under the Four- Power 
agreement, by the Soviet-control- 
led German Railway adminstration 
which pays the employees in East 
marks, the legal currency of Soviet 
Berlin and Germany. Two months 
ago the 16,000 railway workers 
who live in Western Berlin—under 
the Allies—learned that West 
marks, with four times the buying- 
power of the same face-value Kast 
marks, were the sole legal cur- 
rency in Western ‘Berlin. Since 
bills and expenses had to be paid 
in West marks, the workers had 
to trade their Hast marks at a 
great loss. As might be expected, 
the workers finally went on strike, 
crippling not only local traffic but 
freight yards and warehouse ship- 
ments. Strikers refused to handle 
general traffic, trains piled up be- 
tween British-zone Helmstedt and 
Berlin, and the airlift went into 
action again. Thus rail traffic to 
Berlin was “blockaded,” but not 
in the generally understood sense.: 


A Congressman Misses The Point 


For sheer sentimental nonsense 
the remark of a member of Con- 
gress from Ohio takes a high 
award. Said he, upon learning of 
Kisler’s release in England, ‘What 
a great demonstration of apprecia- 
tion by the British Government of 
the sacrifices we have been making 
to aid the British people.” The re- 
mark should remind us that Con- 
gressmen are ordinary mortals 
with human limitations, some- 
times with fancy rather than fact 
as their guide. 

Hisler A ‘Political’? Offender 

Apart from the unfortunate im- 
plication that the British courts 
should gratefully twist justice to 
“pay for’’ Marshall Plan aid, and 
apart from the fact that our “sacri- 
fices’’ are decidedly part of a| 
studied policy to counter the 
spread of communism in Europe, 
the worthy congressman permits 
sentiment to cloud cool 
standing of the issue.

nis A. Dooley, of Boston, 


The idea for a state library 
started in the Massachusetts legis. 
lature in 1811. At that time a 
resolution was adopted Tequest- . 
ing the secretary of state to ask 
other states, notably in New Eng- 
land, to send to the state house 
all their laws and public docu- 
ments in return for which they 
would receive similar documents 
from Massachusetts. It is interest. 
ing to note that this request was 
made 40 years before the first 
public library was opened in Amer: 
ica. By 1825, the collection of 
these documents was large enough 
to have the legislature establish q 
library independent of other state 
departments. 


Through the years the state li- 
brary has acquired the finest col- 
lection of state documents and 
state laws of any library in the 
country, not excepting the library 
of congress. 

Actually, the state library of 
Massachusetts has some docu. 
ments from the southern states 
that those states do not have them. 
selves. During the Civil War, of 
course, through invasion and fire, 
many documents were lost to the 
southern states, and, therefore, 
this collection of laws in Massa 
chusetts is now extremely yalu-’ 
able. Copies of these laws, natu- 
rally, are available to any of these 
states upon request. 

In addition to these documents, 
the state library has the finest col- 
lection of local American _his- 
tories, especially those of the New 
England states, in the world. 

There is a good collection of 
genealogies and of manuscripts 
although no attempt has been 
made to duplicate either the col- 
lection of the New England H+ 
torical and Genealogical library, 
or the Massachusetts Historical 
society. Nevertheless, there se 
many valuable manuscripts in the 
state archives. 

A few weeks ago, a letter of 
Peter Stuyvestant’s was offered 
to Harvard for $800. Harvard, 
recognizing the fact that this let- 
ter had been stolen from the state 
archives, restored the letter to 
the governor of the common: 
wealth. This points up the fact 
that the state archives, because 
of inadequate housing and pro- 
tection, should be more carefully 
preserved than they are now. It 
is to be hoped that in the near fu- 
ture these documents can be given 
proper protection. 


There is also a good law library 
and a legislative reference ser 
ice in the rooms occupied by the 


state library.
